Royal Purple 
branch at 
crossroads

The Royal Purple branch in Didsbury is currently 
at a crossroads with most members deciding that 
they will hang up their colours at the end of 2014. 

TTie national Order of the Royal Purple decided 
at its national convention in May to pass a motion 
declaring itself the Royal Purple Society of Canada. 
As a result, members and branches across Canada 
have until the end of December to decide whether 
they want to form a new affiliation with the society 
or become an Elks Royal Purple of Canada chapter. 

Honored Royal Lady Shirley Thompson of the local 
Royal Purple said the decision is causing some angst 
among the members in Didsbury. She said because 
many of the members are older, most will not contin¬ 
ue beyond Dec. 31 when the current charter expires. 

Of the 18 current members, she said to her knowl¬ 
edge only four have expressed an interest in staying 
on to form a new group. 

The charter of each Royal Purple chapter is held 
by the Elks of Canada. Thompson said the Elks 
have decided to revoke each of the charters, causing 
Royal Purple members to wonder what their future 
might be. 

When the Royal Purple started 100 years ago, the 
Elks held the charter for each Royal Purple affiliate, 
as a ladies auxiliary of the Elks. A few years ago, the 
Elks decided they would accept women as members. 

“The national Elks of Canada have taken away the 
Royal Purple charter. We’ve been (affiliated with) 
them for 100 years ... and possibly we think they 
might be wanting to pick up other members because 
their membership is falling too,’’ Thompson said. 

The local membership of the Royal Purple “are 
shocked by it all and the majority of our members 
will quit. And this is all across Canada, this is not just 
us," Thompson said. 

Bui the national executive of the Royal Purple took 
the decision to sever ties with the Elks on its own, 
said Garnet Roth, manager of member sendees with 
the Elks of Canada. He said the Elks didn’t take away 
charters of Royal Purple chapters. 

“Their supreme executive decided to form a soci¬ 
ety ... so that’s the decision that is in front of the 
lodges right now, whether they want to join the 
Canadian Royal Purple Society or convert to a ... 
Royal Purple Elks lodge," he said. 

Thompson said if the Didsbury affiliate of the Royal 


Purple did form a new Royal Purple Society affiliate, 
it would be difficult for the group to continue with 
only a few members. 

She is one of only two charter members that remain 
active with the organization since its formation 46 
years ago. She is undecided at this point whether she 
will continue beyond December, but added that if 
she continues, she won’t be an active member. 

“I’ve been with Royal Purple for 46 years and I’m 
tired. I’ve done an awful lot of work over the years 
(and) my age is against me too, so I wouldn’t be able 
to pick up and do the work that I have done,” she 
said, noting that many members feel the same way. 

But Joan Hannah, another member of the Didsbury 
Royal Purple affiliate, said she is one of six members 
that are determined to continue on as part of a new 


Elks Royal Parple affiliate. The grand exalted ruler 
(national president) of the Elks of Canada is sched¬ 
uled to come to Didsbury on Dec. 17 to present the 
new lodge with its charter. 

Thompson said the Elks made the decision as a 
way to restructure, but that restructuring is hurt¬ 
ing the Royal Purple. She said because the younger 
generation isn’t volunteering in large numbers, or 
putting in time organizing functions, a lot of service 
groups are in the same position. 

“The younger generation just aren’t picking up. 
They don’t want to put the effort into raising funds, 
it’s sort of much nicer to go out and go to another 
organization for funding or see if they can get 
some through government programs,” Thompson 
said.

going to school for com¬ 
munication arts special¬ 
ized in broadcasting, so I 
was quite happy with that 
too.”

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Council defers decision on dog park

Town council deferred a deci¬ 
sion to decrease the tax bill of the 
Didsbury Veterinary Clinic after a 
presentation was made to council 
members at their Oct. 28 meeting. 

Dr. Andy Mencarelli told council 
that since the clinic opened the 
dog park on the clinic’s property 
just over a year ago, many people 
and their animals take advantage 
of the space on a regular basis. 
He estimated that about 10 to 
12 people and their dogs use the 
space on a daily basis, with many 
handlers being in charge of more 
than one dog when they come to 
the area. 

“We’re very happy with what the 
town has done," he said, noting 
the town staff have been extreme¬ 
ly cooperative in helping maintain 


the facility. 

Mencarelli told council mem¬ 
bers that off-leash dog areas are 
extremely popular with animals 
and their handlers in the Lower 
Mainland of B.C., where he grew 
up. 

Mencarelli said the veterinar¬ 
ians at the clinic spent about 
$5,000 in materials constructing 
the off-leash area. He asked if 
council would consider forgiving 
half of the $5,(XH) invested in the 
park from this year’s veterinary 
property tax bill and then $1,000 
off the bill in subsequent years. 
He said the percentage shaved 
off the clinic’s tax bill would be 
proportionate to the amount of 
land the clinic is donating to the 
community as an off-leash area. 

In an interview, Mencarelli said 
in earlier conversations with town 
officials, he said they agreed that 


since the clinic is allowing the 
public to use an estimated 20 per 
cent of its land for free that a tax 
break could be worked out. 

Mencarelli has never seen a 
problem when there are a dozen 
dogs in the area at once. He also 
said one person has expressed an 
interest in using the area for a dog 
agility course. 

Since the clinic has an abun¬ 
dance of land, Mencarelli said 
clinic staff felt they could use it 
for an off-leash space as opposed 
to advocating for one elsewhere 
in town. 

“It’s kind of a weird shape and 
we just don’t use it that much, so I 
thought the best use for that area 
would be the off-leash dog park. 
We had everything (to make an 
ideal space). All we had to do was 
erect that fence. And we did that,” 
he said.

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Editorial 

Agriculture 
and energy 
cooperation 
a must for 
Alberta 

As two of the key drivers 
of the provincial economy, 
the agriculture and energy 
industries are equally impor¬ 
tant to the well-being of com¬ 
munities across the province, 
including in West Central 
Alberta. 

Generating employment 
and revenue used to finance 
schools, hospitals, roads and 
a myriad of other things, the 
industries are, and always 
have been, vital to the ongo¬ 
ing success of the province. 
Unfortunately, as the joint 
users of lands in the province, the industries have 
sometimes come into conflict in terms of access and 
development. 

In an effort to improve the relationship between 
the oil and gas industry and the agriculture industry, 
the provincial Farmers’ Advocate Office (FAO) has 
launched a new public awareness effort. 

The effort aims, in part, to increase the basic 
understanding of ethics when it comes to the mul¬ 
tiple uses of rural lands. 

“While there are many excellent companies and 
land agents, unfortunately there are also some 
who use questionable ethics in their negotiations 
with farmers and ranchers,” said FAO spokesper¬ 
son Carol Goodfellow. “The FAO believes that it is 
important that landowners are treated fairly and 
respectfully.” 

A big part of ensuring that farmers and ranch¬ 
ers have their rights respected when it comes to 
resource development on their lands is honesty and 
integrity on the part of oil and gas representatives, 
she said. 

“Agreements should fully disclose all impacts 
of the development and be forthright about the 
future intentions of the project as they relate to the 
landowner,” she said. “Furthermore, the agreement 
should detail all conuiutments that were formed dur¬ 
ing the discussions." 

The Sundre Petroleum Operators Group (SPOG) 
is made up of oil and gas companies with operations 
in West Central Alberta. It also includes association 
members such as Mountain View County. 

SPOG has implemented a proactive engagement 
process that its officials say “ensures that informa¬ 
tion is available to the public (including farmers and 
ranchers) on industry projects, and where applicable, 
that the community has ample opportunity for input 
early in the design of bigger projects. Unique perfor¬ 
mance measures are created that the community uses 
to audit the company performance for each project." 

As one of the representatives of the oil and gas 
industry in this region, SPOG’s past efforts have 
proven helpful in addressing farmers' and ranchers’ 
concerns about petroleum development, says SPOG 
executive director Tracey MeCrimmon. 

The agriculture and energy industries are key to 
the well-being of Alberta, including to the success 
of West Central Alberta rural conununities. As such, 
this ongoing work by the Farmers’ Advocate Office 
and by SPOG should be applauded.

Slow down, take stock of nature

The Amazon rainforest is mag¬ 
nificent. Watching programs 
about it, we’re amazed by bril¬ 
liant parrots and toucans, tapirs, 
anacondas and jaguars But if you 
ever go there expecting to be 
overwhelmed by a dazzling blur 
of activity, you’ll be disappointed. 
The jungle has plenty of vegeta¬ 
tion - hanging vines, enormous 
trees, bromeliads and more - and 
a cacophony of insects and frogs. 
But much of the activity goes on 
at night or high up in the canopy. 

Films of tropical forests don’t 
accurately reflect the reality of 
the ecosystems. They’re skillfully 
edited shots acquired over many 
months. Our media-nurtured 
impatience and urgent sense of 
time often prevent us from seeing 
how life truly unfolds. 

Nature needs time to adjust and 
adapt to biosphere changes. After 
life appeared on Earth, atmo¬ 
spheric oxygen gradually went 
from zero to 20 per cent, oceans 
appeared and disappeared, moun¬ 
tains thrust upward and then 
eroded, continents moved on 
tectonic plates, climate cycled 
between ice ages and warm inter¬ 
vals, magnetic poles reversed 
and re-reversed. Life flourished 
because species and ecosystems 
evolved over time. 

The fossil record also indicates 
periods of rapid change, includ¬ 
ing mass extinctions when up 
to 95 per cent of living things 
were wiped out. Each time, sur¬ 
vivors changed, adapted to new 
conditions and flourished. Still, 
recovery took millions of years. 
Humans have been around for 
a mere 150,000 years. We’re an 
infant species, but our precocity 
has allowed as to expand expo¬ 


nentially. Now our technological 
power and consumptive demand 
are undermining the planet’s life- 
support systems on a geologic 
scale. 

We’ve become impatient. We’re 
so demanding that we’re unwill¬ 
ing to slow down and ensure our 
major projects are sustainable for 
human society and the biosphere. 
Over the past century, we’ve 
burned increasing amounts of 
finite fossil fuels that were stored 
and compressed over millions of 
years, exacerbating conditions 
that lead to climate chaos. We’ve 
clear-cut vast tracts of forest 
that have evolved over millennia, 
flooded huge areas under large 
dams, depleted our oceans with 
over-efficient fishing technology 
and spread vast quantities of toxic 
waste throughout the planet’s air, 
water and soil. 

Governments rationalize these 
actions by claiming to do proper 
environmental assessments, but 
continue to impose restrictive 
time limits on assessment pro¬ 
cesses while reducing the number 
of scientists and other staff who 
do the work. It takes time to 
acquire scientific information, and 
it can’t always be done on a strict 
timetable. 

If we truly desire a sustainable 
society, we require vibrant and 
abundant nature. To recognize 
that nature isn’t separate from us 
and fully understand how it pro¬ 
vides critical services, we need 
patience to learn its secrets. We 
can’t survive, let alone be healthy 
and flourish, without clean air, 
clean water, clean soil and food, 
photosynthesis and biodiversity. 
But we’re overwhelming nature 
- and ourselves - with the inces¬ 
sant demands of our ramped-up 
consumer culture. 


Fortunately, people are starting 
to remember that we’re part of 
nature and that what we do to the 
natural world we do to ourselves. 
They’re taking notice of the dras¬ 
tic impacts we’re having on Earth, 
our only home, and demanding 
that we show more care. 

In New York on September 21, 
more than 300,000 people turned 
out for what was billed as the 
largest climate march ever, one 
of 2,646 marches in 162 coun¬ 
tries. Leaders of some of the 
world’s largest corporations are 
calling for climate action and car¬ 
bon pricing, and distancing them¬ 
selves from organizations that 
have worked to stall progress. 
Even the heirs of the Rockefeller 
Standard Oil fortune announced 
they’ll withdraw their invest¬ 
ments in fossil fuels, including 
the Alberta oilsands. 

With the Blue Dot Tour, the 
David Suzuki Foundation and 
1 are hoping to encourage all 
Canadians to become part of this 
growing movement to protect 
the air, water, soil and biodi¬ 
versity that we and our chil¬ 
dren and grandchildren need 
to survive and be healthy. Like 
nature, social movements some¬ 
times take time to evolve and 
unfold. We don’t always see 
their impacts as they happen. 
If we expect a dazzling blur of 
activity and immediate results, 
we’ll be disappointed. 

Let’s slow down, breathe, listen, 
look and feel. Only then will we 
understand our place in the world 
and what we must do to live well 
on this small blue dot spinning in 
an enormous universe.
